In  submitting  my  eleventh  Annual  Report,  I  wish  to  thank  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  and  Staff  for  their  willing  co-operation  and 
help  in  all  the  work  carried  out  in  ny  Department  during  the  past 
year.  During  the  year  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified 
neither  were  there  any  cases  of  Poliomyelitis.  There  was  an 
epidemic  of  Msasles  confined  mainly  to  the  under  five  age  group. 

It  has  been  my  aim  with  the  aid  of  the  Housing  Committee  to  get 
separate  bedroom  accommodation  for  Tuberculosis  cases  but  owing 
to  the  slow  rate  of  building  it  has  not  been  possible  to  obtain 
accommodation  as  I  had  wished.  There  id  still  an  urgent  need  for 
more  houses  as  we  still  have  almost  1,000  applications  for  houses. 
Generally  the  health  of  the  population  has  been  good.

CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR1 S  REPORT 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Leek  Urban  District  Council. 
Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  seventeenth  Annual  Report 
being  for  the  year  1950  and  in  doing  so  have  followed  the 
suggestions  contained  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  112/50. 

Once  again  I  am  pleased  to  place  on  record  the  co-operation 
we  have  received  from  the  Manager  of  the  Government  controlled 
slaughterhouse,  M5r,  F.  P'oster.  At  the  time  of  writing  we  do  not 
appear  any  nearer  getting  our  new  abattoir  than  we  were  last  year, 
fortunately  various  improvements  have  been  carried  out  at  the  present 
slaughterhouse  and  it  is  now  possible  to  wash  in  hot  water.  Better 
arrangements  have  also  been  made  for  the  storage  of  condemned  offals 
and  the  cooling  room  has  been  made  fly-proof.  In  addition  the 
slaughtermen  have  been  provided  with  a  room  where  they  may  take  their 
meals,  change  their  clothing  etc.,  Whilst  the  need  for  a  new 
abattoir  is  still  present  the  improvements  mentioned  do  help  the 
slaughtermen  and  the  inspectorate  to  do  their  work  more  efficiently, 

54  houses  wre  built  during  1950, 

The  number  of  applicants  for  Council  houses  still  remains 
large  but  we  have  undoubtedly  eased  the  situation,  many  more  houses 
are  required  however  before  the  position  can  be  anything  like 
satisfactory. 

Under  the  various  headings  will  be  found  details  of  various 
inspections  and  a  separate  report  on  Rodent  Control. 

Finally,  I  should  again  like  to  place  on  record  my 
appreciation  of  the  co-operation  and  understanding  shown  to  me  at 
all  times  by  the  Mfcdical  Officer  of  Health  and  particularly  do  I 
appreciate  and  thank  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
loyalty  and  willingness. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  employ  one  full  time  Rodent  Operative  for  the 
destruction  of  Rats  and  Mice  in  business  premises,  private  dwelling 
houses,  public  sewers  and  the  Town  Tip,  and  during  the  year  block 
control  of  parts  of  the  town  was  done  in  addition  to  the  normal  work.

There  was  only  one  slaughterhouse  in  use  during  the  year 
and  513  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  inspection.

196  whole  carcases  and  the  following  organs  were  found  to 
be  unsound  or  diseased  and  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
consumpt  ion.
